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Y telegraplied you to day to the effect that I desire all the sil¬ 
ver dollars in the mint which are not needed for current business to 
be stored in the new vault. My idea is to place in this vault all the 
dollars that we can spare^under the joint seal of the Treasurer of the 
United States, yourself and myself, in the hope that in any future 
changes of officers, or settlements or weighings of any kindj.it will 
not be necessary to touch this vault. 

I have instructed the gentlemen representing the Department in 
regard to the sealing of the compartments and of the vault itself, 
when^the storage is finished; so that you will place in this vault the 
silvtr dollars now stored in other vaults in the mint, including those 
under the seal of Mr. Preston, and when the weighing and storage is 
all finished the vault will be sealed on the outside, as well as the 
compartments, and it is not to be disturbed. This will give you the 
other vaults in your mint for the storage of dollars hereafter coined. 

If it would expedite the work # I desire you to furnish a pair of 
Troemner balances so that Mr. Hutler can weigh into one compartment 
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while Major Meline weighs into another. It seems to me that the work 
might be expedited eonsiderbly in this way although I have no fault 
to find with the manner in which it has been conducted up to date. 

You might confer with Mr. Butler and Major Meline on the subject. 

I would like the work finished if possible before the meeting of 
the Assay Commission.

[Abstract:] Relative to the storage of Silver Dollar in Mint Building to new vault

Sir: 

I telegraphed you to day to the effect that I desire all the silver dollars in 
the mint which are not needed for current business to be stored in the new vault. 
My idea is to place in this vault all the dollars that we can spare under the joint 
seal of the Treasurer of the United States, yourself and myself, in the hope that in 
any future changes of officers, or settlements or weighings of any kind, it will not 
be necessary to touch this vault. 

I have instructed the gentlemen representing the Department in regard to 
the sealing of the compartments and of the vault itself, when the storage is 
finished; so that you will place in this vault the silver dollars now stored in other 
vaults in the mint, including those under the seal of Mr. Preston, and when the 
weighing and storage is all finished the vault will be sealed on the outside, as well 
as the compartments, and it is not to be disturbed. This will give you the other 
vaults in your mint for the storage of dollars hereafter coined. 

If it would expedite the work, I desire you to furnish a pair of Troemner 
balances so that Mr. Butler can weigh into one compartment while Major Meline 
weighs into another. It seems to me that the work might be expedited considerbly 
[sic] in this way although I have no fault to find with the manner in which it has 
been conducted up to date. 

You might confer with Mr. Butler and Major Meline on the subject. 

I would like the work finished if possible before the meeting of the Assay 
Commission.
